This is the gist of the important de¢- 
laration made today in the House of 
“Commons by Ronald MeNeill,, Under- 
Becretary for Foreign Affairs, He was 
-@peaking in a full-dress debate, ‘con- 
~acious that, for once, all sections of the 
Opposition were arrayed against the 
, Goyernment. They threatened to. march 
shoulder to shoulder into the anti- -Goy- 
“ernment lobby, but they. were united in 
nothing but a désiré to censure the vig- 
orous language. used by Lord Curzon in 
“his note to Moscow. 

Mr. McNeill was able to quote labor 
“lead@rs ‘like J. P: Clynes and Philip 
Snowden against Soviet excessés. :Ex- 
Premiers Asquith and Lloyd George, of 
course, were criticising mierely the. 
Government’s - handling of .a difficult 
question, and one of the most respected 
of trade . in the houss. J. Sex- 
_ton, was outspoken. in pis denunciation 
“of the Soviet attackaba-neligionsisumwrn 

Krassin Listens to the Debate.

WASHINGTON, May 15. For pthe 
first time since 1914; the balance of 
foreign .trade in imports and. exports 
of . merchandise turned agairist. the 
United States last March when; acéord- 
ing to figures issued by the Department 
of Commerce today, imports reached the 
value of $402,000,000, In the same month 
the exports amounted to $341,162,349. 
Thus the month’ ⸗ excess of ieaports: ‘was 
? $60,837,051. 

The” last Pas time that imports 
were greater than exports was in April, 
1914, when imports were valued at $173,- 
762,114, and exports at $162, 552,570. 

Not only were. imports’. greater . in 
Marth of this year than for any. month 
in nine (years, but the éxcess in favor 
of -imports, $60,837,651, was the largest 
for any one month in the copuntry’s 
history. 

There have been only seyen years dur- 
ing the last fifty-two in which there 
Was an excess of imports over exports 
in merchandise, ‘These years wére 1871, 
when: the. exc was $77,403,506 5 1872, 
when it was —— 1873, when it 
was $119,656,288; 1875; when it was -$19,- 
-§62,725; 1888) when it. was: $28)002,607 ; 
1889, when it was $2,730,277, and 1893, 
when it, was $18,735,728... In no «year

‘The merchandise exports for the 
first four months of 1923 wérée $1,324,-

mate for that month) amount to about 
$1,375,000,000. The balance against us, 
of about. $50,000,000 on merchandise ac- 
count, compares with the belance in our 
favor, of about $272,000,000, in the.same 
period of 1922; of about $938,000,000 in 
the ‘same period in 1921;. of about 9010,- 
000,000 in. the same period in 1920, and 
about $69,000,000 in the same period’ in 
1914.”’ 

Official import — haye not been 
announced formally for April, but it is 
evident from this statement that the 
department. es; tes that imports’ ‘dur- 
ing April were ‘valued at about $339,- 
684;395. If these figures stand,’ the 
showing for Apfil will be nearly an

‘The unusual excess of: imports. over 
exports in March is_a phenomenon in 
American foreign commerce. - It will be 
impossible to gauge its real causes until 
detailed import figures in’ commodities 
and countries of origin have been com- 
piled. These figures, according to Dr, 
Julius Klein, Director of the Bureau of 
Foréign and Domestic Commerce. of the | 
Depart: ent of Commerce, cwill not be 
ready for several weeks. 

Dr. Klein said that to him the most 
striking thing about the situation, aside 
from the fact that for the first time 
since April, 1914,. imports had gone

Ten-Foot Wall of Water Hit Street. 
Today the flood waters have subsidéd- 


’ |¥rom Central Avenue,-the business: street 


of Hot Springs, which. last: night was 
converted inte a raging torrent by storm 
water/which rushed down the mountain 
slopes—and, converging at the north end‘ 
of the avenue, swept down: the thor⸗ 
| oughfare. 

With water running’ 10. feet deep down 
the street and a torrential rain falling 
the fire broke out, starting in a furni- 
ture. store and spreading until it took in 
an entire business block. Every structure 
in the block was razed, including a score 
of buildings and the Marquette Hotgl, 
one of the better-class ‘hostelries of the 

rt. 

The flood made it. — for the 
firemen to get/their apparatus ‘into po- 

sition to fight the flames, but by heroic 
efforts they were able, with the-assist- 
ance of volunteers, to rescue — hotel 
guests and others and avoid lose of life. 
Hundreds-of tales of heroism were, being 
told in Hot Springs today concerning thé 
rescue of persons whose lives:were men- 
aced by fire and flood. 

° "The: water in. front of the Marquette 
Was six feet. deep when. the flames 
reached that building and wiped it out... 

Fortunately the fire started in a ‘store 
building and there was sufficient time 
for all guésts to be warned and removed 
before tne flames reached the hotel. Had 
thé fire originated in the hotel there un- 
doubtedly would have been a heavy loss 
of life, for the storm had driven rag 
persons to their, rooms. It is estima 
that’ the hotel loss was $250,000, which 
was the largest single loss suffered. 

The fire added a most spéctacular 
touch with the’ flames leaping high 
above the raging flood that a few, hours 
before was the: main street of /the —* 

\With electric. wires down and power 
cut pff, the city was in darkness until 
the fire ‘broke out and lighted up the 
entire business. district.
